Nearly 6500
Get Chest
Help Here

Nearly 6500 people in Tor-
rance received Community
Chest services in the first six
months of this year according
to a report just issued by the
Chest research bureau.

In January 1959 a three-year
survey was initiated to provide
the latest figures on people in
every community in the great-
ér Los Angeles area who re-
ceive Community Chest serv-
ices. The interim report covers
only the first six months of the
survey, and reveals that Tor-
rarce’s share of the services
provided by Red Feather agen-
cies was spread over 47 separ-
ate institutions and covered a
total of 6440 people,

The report gives only a par-
tial record of the number of
necple served because the
survey is new and many agen-
cies did not have facilities to
keep extensive records.

Some agency services lhvrc-‘
fore, are not listed in the re-
port. Cthers are incomplete,
Children’s Hospital for exam-
vle, was able to provide figures
by coniminity on hospitalized
children, hut could not give an
immediate breakdown on the
14,00 clinic cases handled each
vear, These will be given in
